from rapid cooling may be lost by 
damage due to increased size of the 
air cell. 
The humidity in the cooling 
room may be kept high by keeping 
the floor damp and by hanging pieces 
of wet burlap in the room. 
This will 
aho tend to reduce the temperature 
of the room. 
“ When eggs are cooled on the farm 
or in the dealer’s plant and later ex­ 
posed to high temperatures in tran­ 
sit, they should be protected by shad** 
and insulation. 
The farmer will find 
that wrapping the case in a piece of 
canvas or blanket and keeping the 
sun from shining on 
the case 
will 
keep the eggs cool while they are be- 
mr* taken to market.
